The technical meaning of Tajweed is 'Articulating every letter from its 
articulation point and giving the letter its rights and dues of 
characteristics. 

Rights of the letters are its required characteristics that never leave it. The 
dues of the letters are its presented characteristics that are present in it 
some ofthe time , and not present at other times. 


IMPORTANCE OF TAJWEED 


So he regarded it as an obligation and he regarded leaving it as a sin. And 
the majority of scholars agree that applying the Tajweed rules of Quran 
are an individual obligation upon every Muslim who has memorized or 
readpart of or all of the Quran.

The letter is produced by touching the side of the Tongue with the upper 


five Molar. 
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Letter Zaad is one ofthe most difficult letter to pronounce. 

This letter can be articulated from one side (right or left) of the tongue 
alone, or from both sides of the tongue simultaneously. The zaad 
should not be compared to a D, as they are very different in articulation 
points and in sound. The tip of the tongue is not used in a correct zaad, so 
it does not sound like a "D.

It is to be noted that it is a fine line of the sides of the tongue that meets up 
with the gums, and it does not include the top of the tongue.

The mistakes with this letter tend to be few. The most common mistake is 
that of using too large an area of the tongue and including the top of the 
tongue, instead of just the tip.

The articulation point is from the tip of the tongue with the top of the tip, 
close to the articulation point of the Noon, and what lies opposite to it of 
the gums of the two top front incisors.

The makhraj of "Saad , Zaa, Seen" is with the font tip of the tongue 
touching the back ofthe bottom front two teeth . It is mportant to note that 
when pronouncing the letters of "Saad, Zaa, Seen " there is a slight gap 
between the tip of the tongue and the teeth and not a hard/strong meeting 
of the two. 






The articulation point of the "Faa " is between the inside of the lower lip 
and the tips (or edges) of the two top front incisors.

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There are three letters that are articulated from the two lips, but they do 
not all three share the same mechanism in articulation. 

1. The un-lengthened "wow " is articulated by forming a circle of the two 
lips without the two lips meeting completely. 

2. The "Meem " is articulated by closing the two lips together. 

3. The letter is articulated by closing the two lips together, but a stronger 
closing than the meem. 
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It is the hole in the nose that continues back towards inside the mouth. 
This is the place where the Ghunna from. It is a nasal sound coming 
from the nasopharynx without any influence from the tongue. If you 
hold your nose closed you will not be able to produce this sound , 
therefore the sound of the Ghunna comes from the nasopharynx, but the 
letters themselves that have this associated sound with them are not 
articulated from the nose. 

These letters have their own articulation point, but the ghunnah 
accompanying the letters comes from the nose. The ghunnah is a 
characteristic, not a letter. The ghunnah is a characteristic of Noon and 
Meem that is especially prevalent when they have a shaddah on them. It 
is also very noticeable on "Noon tanveen " when there is an "ikhfa or 
iqlab " and on the meem when there is ikhfa.

Compulsory qualities are those, if you mis pronounce them, it change the 
word completely. 

Ordinary qualities are those, if you mis pronounce them, it does not 
change the word but it effect the beauty of the word.

I OPPOSITE QUALITIES 

1. Hams: 

Literally means concealment 

Technically means the continuation of the breath when pronouncing the 
letter due to weakness in its origin, causing weakness in its reliance on its 
makhraj. Thefollowing letters have this quality:

Literally means to be apparent 

Technically means the discontinuation of the breath when pronouncing 
the letter due to strength in its origin, causing it to rely greatly on its 
makhraj the rest of the letters have this quality. 

2. Shiddah 

Literally means strength 

Technically means the discontinuation ofthe sound while pronouncing the 
letter causing it to rely greatly on its makhraj. 

Thefollowing letters have this quality: r 

Rakhwah 

Literally means softness 

Technically means the continuation of the sound while pronouncing the 
letter causing weakness in its reliance on its makhraj. All letters other than 
the letters of shiddah and Tawassut have this quality. 
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At-Tawassut 

Literally means moderation. 

Technically it means between strength and softness so that the sound is 
partially continued and partially discontinued when pronouncing the 
letter. 

It is not a separate quality on both shiddah and rakhawah.

Literally means elevation. 

Technically means the elevation of the back tongue towards the roof of the 
mouth when pronouncing a letter.

Rules of Noon Sakin and Tanween 

There are four rules ofTajweed applied to the Noon sakin and Tanween. 

1. Izhar (making clear) 

2. Idgham (merging) 

3. Iqlab (changing) 

4 . Ikhfa (hiding)

2.IDGHAM 

In this case the Noon is merged into the next letter either partially or 
completely. There are two subdivision of the Idgham: 

1. Idgham with a Ghunnah(nasalization). They are the letters that make 
up the word ( $ p o ij ) when a reader is reciting the Quran and there is a 
Noon sakin or Tanween at the end of a word, and the first letter of the next 
word is one of these four letters, the Idgham with a Ghunnah rule is then 
applied. This means that the Noon is not pronounced clearly, instean it is 
inserted, of merged into the next letter, with the Ghunnah, or nasalization, 
that is part ofthe Noon. 

2. Idgham without any Ghunnah . The two remaining letters of the group 

() are the letters that comprise this rule. They are the (j ( J ) when 
one of these two letters begins the word that follows one that has a Noon 
sakin or Tanween at the end of it, we then completely merge the Noon into 
the next letter, which is either Laam or Raa with no Ghunnah. This is why 
this division of the Idgham is also called complete insertion without any 
Ghunnah.

4. IKHFA (hiding or concealment): 

The pronunciation of a non-voweled letter stripped of any shaddah, 
characterized somewhere between an IZHAR and an IDGHAM with a 
ghunnah remaining on the first letter, in this case the Noon saakinah 
and the tanween.

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Rules of Meem sakin 

TheMeem saakinah has three possible rules: 
l.IKHFA (Hiding) 

2. IDGHAM (Merging) 

3. IZHAR (Clear). 

1. IKHFA The pronunciation of a non-voweled letter, stripped of any 
“shaddah ”, characterized as between clear(izhar) and merged(idgham) 
with the ghunnah remaining on the first letter, which is in this case the 
Meem. 

If a Meem is followed immediately by a Baa and this only occurs between 
two words, we then close our lips for the Meem with an accompanying 
ghunnah. 

2. IDGHAM The meeting of a saakinah letter with a voweled letter so that 
the two letters become one emphasized letter of the second type (of letter). 
The idgham of the Meem saakinah occurs only with one letter: another 
Meem. 

3. IZHAR Pronouncing every letter from its articulation point without a 
ghunnah [in this case, without a prolonged ghunnah] on the clear letter. 

Its letters: 26 letters, the rest of the Arabic letters after excluding the letters 
ofikhfa y shafawee and idghaam of the meem saakinah. 

GHUNNAH 

Ghunnah it is a sound that is emitted from the nasal passage, without any 
function of the tongue.

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Al-waqf (the stop) 

When the people of any language speak, there are some places where they 
pause and some places where they do not break their words, depending on 
the meaning they wish to convey. The style of the Quran is such that there 
are also places where one should either pause or continue reading. 

The Arabic word “Waqf” literally means “stop In terms of recitation of 
the Quran it refers to the breaking of the voicefor a period while the reciter 
stops to take a breath with the intention of continuing the recitation. In 
order to prevent mistakes in recitation, various abbreviated signs are 
provided in the Quran for those who are not familiar with the Quranic 
sciences and the Arabic language. It is necessary to follow all these signs 
as strictly as possible in order to prevent mistakes in recitation. The signs, 
listed and explained below, appear in the Quran slightly smaller and 
higher than the rest of the text. See the reverse side for a sample page from 
the Quran. 

You should also know that where i suppose to stop, if the last letter of the 
verse has one zabar, zair or paish or double of these harkats, then you read 
this letter sakin. 

For example: JJu 

If you stop on these words then you will pronounce this letter sakin.

Signs ofWaqf (pauses) in the Quran 

O Waqf taam or “perfect stop ”: This sign indicates the 
end of a verse. At this point, the meaning is complete and one 
should stop reading and take a breath before continuing. 
Originally, this sign was written as «, but is now simply 
indicated by a circle. 
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^ waqflaazim or “required stop It is absolutely necessary 
to stop here. If one does not do so, the meaning will be 
changed drastically. A rough example in English would be to 
say: “Stand not! Sit! ” as opposed to “Stand! Not sit! ” In such 
a case the meaning has been changed to the opposite of what 
was intended. 

k waqf mutlaq or “absolute stop One should break the 
breath and voice before continuing. This differs from the 
ayah in that the full sentence has not been completed yet and 
there is something more to follow before the meaning is 
complete. 

£ waqf jaa 'iz or “permissible stop It is better to stop here 
but if one does not, that is fine. 

j waqf mujawwaz: It is better not to stop here. 

(j* waqf murakh-khas or “licensed pause”: One should 
continue reading at this sign but if one is tired and pauses to 
take a breath, it is also permissible. It is more desireable to 
continue at this sign than at j 

,-Lo al-wasl awlaa or “continuing is preferable ”: It is better 
to continue reciting here. 

J qeela 'alayhil-waqf: It has been said that it is better not to 
stop here. This sign indicates differing opinions on whether 
to stop or not. 

J-a qad yusal: It is better to stop here but to continue is 
permissible. 

u& qif or “stop! ”: This sign is used where it is anticipated 
that the reciter might otherwise continue reading instead of 
stopping. 
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saktahor “silence”: At this sign one should stop reading 

but not break the breath before continuing. There are four 
places in the Qur'aan where it is obligatory: in verses 
occurring in Surah Kahf Yaaseen, Qiyaamah and Mutaf- 
fifeen. 

4iSj waqfah: One should pause here longer than at a , 
again without breaking the breath. 

V laaor “no!”: One should absolutely not stop here because 
to do so would affect the meaning. If this sign occurs on top of 
an, it is still better not to stop but if one does so, the meaning 
will be all right. 

AV mu 'aanaqah or “embracing stop ”: These dot triples 

appear in pairs close to each other and indicate that a stop at 
the first makes a stop at the second prohibited because the 
meaning would become incomplete. Thus, one can stop at 
one or the other of these marks but not both. 

Waqf-un-nabi: Indicates places where the Prophet 
paused. 

Waqfghufraan: It is said that if the reciter and listener 
make du 'a when pausing at these places, it will be accepted. 

Jjiwi jsj Waqf manzil: also known as waqf jibra'il is where 
Jibreel (peace be upon him) paused at the time of.revelation. 

£ Indicates a point where there are differing opinions as to 
whether it is the end of an ayah or not. 

d kazaalik or “like that”: One should apply the previous 
sign ofwaqfat this position as well.
